Urban Area Problems 


Told Real Estate Unit 


Marin County is no longer a i 
suburban area, according to 
M. Justin Herman, executive 
director of the San Francisco 
Redevelopment Agency who 
spoke before the Marin County 
Real Estate Board this morn­ 
ing. 
“ But while it has the prob­ 
lems of an urban area,” he 
added, “ Marin does not have 
the corrective devices for ur­ 
ban development.” 
Commenting on President 
John F. Kennedy’s proposed 
Department of Urban Affairs 
to which some members of the 
real estate profession are op­ 
posed, Herman said that urban 
redevelopment under state law 
“ doesn’t wrork unless there is 
a question of blight” and that 
every community has some de­ 
gree of blight or dormant re­ 
development. The trouble is, 
he said, nothing ever happens 
unless city commissioners do 
something and they “ won’t 
vote for it unless there is a 
popular desire.” 


He cited San Rafael as seri­ 
ously in need of revitalizing 
downtown and his owrn commu­ 
nity of Sausalito as another 
area in Marin that needs rede­ 
velopment. 
Tapping his own experience 
with Diamond Heights and the 
Western Addition in San Fran­ 
cisco redevelopment projects 
under federal aid he listed 
these reasons in favor of such 
programs: 
Riddance of blight areas, bet­ 
ter housing for families living 
in them, an opportunity to 
wrork out problems of street 
traffic and parking with a 
fresh start. 
Difficulties with the program 
he listed as: A tendency to un­ 
derrate 
the

TODAY’S EDITORIAL 
Marin Auto Deaths Were 
Lower-But Far Too High 


There is justifiable satisfaction in Ma­ 
rin County’s record of automobile fatal­ 
ities last year, a drop of 27 per cent 
from the deaths in 1960. 


Last year, auto deaths in the county 
totalled 19. Many of the victims and per­ 
sons otherwise involved were from oth­ 
er localities. 


But 19 deaths from traffic accidents 
are 19 too many. We need years without 
a single fatality; without injuries on 
streets and highways. 
However, this will not be during the 
present year. Thus far, there have been 
accidents bringing death to three per­ 
sons. 
The present traffic enforcement per­ 
sonnel— city, county and state— can be 


credited with zealous attention to keep­ 
ing highway traffic running within legal 
bounds. But unfortunately there are not 
— and probably never will— sufficient 
manpower to eliminate accidents, peo­ 
ple being what they are. 


In addition to the usual bills aimed at 
correcting specific traffic matters, the 
Legislature will be asked by Governor 
Brown to authorize an addition of 112 
patrolmen to the California Highway 
Patrol as one means of strengthening 
enforcement and traffic education. No­ 
body quarrels with that. 


But even 112,000 added to CHP can­ 
not prevent accidents. In the final analy­ 
sis. responsibility rests upon every mo­ 
torist and every pedestrian. 


Hedgerows And Brushpile 


Many of Marin’s early settlers were 
of English and Continental origin. From 
the Old World they brought directly to 
this country some of their European 
ideas of landscaping. 


In Europe, hedgerows were planted 
as cover for woodcock, grouse, and rab­ 
bits and other small game. They served 
as attractive fences to delineate one’s 
property. It is said that E n g l a n d ’ s 
h e d g e r o w s are responsible for the 
abundance of small game on that crowd­ 
ed island. 


As America's pioneers cleared the 


land for their homesteads, they often 
left patches of brush as cover for the 
wild life. And in other places they built 
large brushpiles for the same purpose. 
Wildlife needs cover in o r d e r to 
thrive. As space in Marin diminishes, 
cover such as hedgerows and brushpiles 
become increasingly important. One of 
our neighbors, for example, provides 
haven for a large family of quail by his 
large brushpile. 
if you enjoy the birds and other wild­ 
life, it might be well for you to think of 
giving them a little haven of cover in 
your yard or garden. 


M ARIN LOOKS AT POLITICS 
Morin Delegates Starred As 
John Clow Won YR Election

Some items unreported about last 
weekend’s convention of the California 
Young Republicans in the Disneyland

Clow had the support of the 
conservatives headed by the 
Los Angeles delegation and 
Dalby was supported by San 
Francisco and the moderates. 
Clow cracked the moderate 
front as early in the roll call 
as 
Imperial 
County, 
then 
coasted into first ballot vic­ 


tory with a score of votes to 
spare. Then he had to step 
out as regional vice president. 
William Keeler of Mill Val­ 
ley, the YR general counsel 
and former president of the 
Marin unit, voted with the 
other six Marin delegates for 
Clow. That time and in the 
presidential race were the 
only two times that Keeler 
voted with the group. Usually 
he supported the moderate 
candidate, while the rest of 
the delegation was conserva­ 
tive.

There Is Real Need And Value 


In Probe Of Our Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON—It is all to 
the good to have a Congres­ 
sional investigation of for­ 
eign policy with special ref­ 
erence to the Congo and the 
UN. 


U. S. foreign policy shall 
be kept under searching scru­ 
tiny. We need more and bet­ 
ter debate. A thorough Con­ 
gressional 
investigation 
is 
one of the best means of get­ 
ting it. 


Bi-partisan foreign policy 
should not mean adjourning 
debate over conduct of for­ 
eign policy. When there is 
wide agreement between the 
two parties on the objectives 
in foreign affairs, a recur­ 
ring re-examination of meth­ 
ods and means is all the more 
needed. 


This is why hearings be­ 
fore the Senate Foreign Re- 
jations Committee on the Con­ 
go, on the plan to purchase 
UN bonds, and on our whole 
relationship to the UN is 
healthy. 


There are three major is­ 
sues now in dispute: 


1—Has the UN exceeded 
its mandate in using force 
against Katanga to prevent it 
from seceding from the cen­ 
tral Congo government? The 
original resolution was ap­ 
proved by all the big powers 
and by the overwhelming ma­ 
jority of the General Assem­ 
bly. Its purposes wore to 
avoid civil war and internal 
chaos, to prevent the compet­ 
ing military intervention by

the U. S. and Russia—which 
we want to avoid—and to help 
the Congo get ready to govern 
itself. 


THE UN HAS shown itself 
just as firm in acting to cur­ 
tail the secessionist course of 
pro-Communist Gizenga as in 
curtailing 
the 
anti-Commu- 
nist 
secessionist 
Tshonfbe. 
But isn’t the UN going too far 
in forcing the provincial lead­ 
ers of the Congo to accept 
particular terms of federa­ 
tion? 


2—Should the U. S. buy a 
substantial share of the $200,- 
000,000 of UN bonds to keep 
it from bankruptcy? The UN 
treasury 
is 
nearly 
empty 
largely because some nations 
including Russia and France, 
have refused to pay their 
share of the special assess­ 
ments to defray military op­ 
erations in the Congo and 
the Gaza strip. I doubt that 
the U. S. would want to see 
two UN operations, which it 
has supported from the be­ 
ginning, precipitately fold up 
for wrong reasons. 


3—Is the 
United 
States 
resting its foreign policy too 
heavily on the UN, turning to 
it to accomplish ends the UN 
is too weak and divided to ac­ 
complish? This question will 
be raised again and again in 
the Senate investigation. It 
arises because, the way it is 
now organized, the UN per­ 
mits selective use of national 
force contrary to the prin­ 
ciples of the Charter. The Se­ 
curity Council could not act 
against the 
use of Soviet 
force against Hungary, but it 
did act against the British and 
French use of force against 
Nasser. The Soviet veto per­ 
mitted India to use force 
against Goa. It is evident that 
many, if not most, of the .*ew- 
ly independent African and 
Asian nations are disposed to 
support the use 
of force 
when they like its purposes 
(as in the case of Goa) and 
oppose it when used by West­ 
ern countries.

speech, 7 p.m. dinner address 
are by now as familiar to the 
president of American Legion 
Auxiliary as the Bill of Rights. 
But the auxiliary' has nearly 
a million members. 
And she 
has to visit every state, includ­ 
ing Alaska and Hawaii, during 
her year in office. Before her 
term 
is 
out, 
grandmotherly 
Mrs. 
McKay will also have 
traveled to the Far East, Co­ 
lombia, 
Mexico 
and 
Puerto 
Rico. 
“My 
only 
problem,” 
she 
says, “is taking along clothes1; 
for both hot and cold climates 
in my 60 pounds of luggage. 


“But you’ll never know,” she 
adds, with a twdnkle gleaming 
behind her spectacles, “how 
much I can cram into fhy huge 
carryall handbag.” 


Mrs. McKay, a sweetfaced, 
grayhaired woman with a pink 
and white complexion, mother 
of three and grandmother of 
six, took office last September. 


Since then she has spent 10 
days on a Radio Free Europe 
trip to Germany and Portugal; 
spoken at various regional con­ 
ferences and state auxiliary 
meetings; 
visited the 
lepro­ 
sarium at Carville, La., which 


the auxiliary provides with a 
new station wagon each year: 
spent a week judging school 
exhibits in the annual Free­ 
doms Foundation contest; re­ 
ceived a distinguished service 
citation at the Chapel of Four 
Chaplains in Philadelphia, pre­ 
sented a television award for 
the most educational commer­ 
cial announcement. 


Perhaps her greatest pleas­ 
ure in office will come Feb. 22 
when she hands the Freedoms 
Foundation at Valley Forge a 
check for $80.000 for the John 
Morton Briefing Room, which 
will house all available data on 
ways to combat Communism, 
and will sponsor lectures for 
interested groups. 
It will bh 
equipped similarly to the brief­ 
ing room at the Pentagon. 


Who is John Morton? 
“I've given up asking people 
if they know who John Morton 
is,” she says with a smile. 
“Everybody has his own Revo­ 
lutionary 
hero. 
Morton 
is 
mine. 
He cast the deciding 
vote for the Declaration of In­ 
dependence.” 
She says she doesn’t believe 
any groups in the country are 
more dedicated to the Consti­ 
tution and the democratic form 
of government than the Legion 
and its auxiliary. 
“We're 
wholeheartedly 
in 
favor of the Bill of Rights— 
these are the men who fought 
for them. 
Nationally we sup­ 
port the United Nations. Some­ 
times one group goes off on a 
tangent and makes a point, but 


it's often reprimanded by the 
national group.” 
Mrs. McKay spends only a 
day or two a month at home 
in Springfield. Pa. 
She still 
lives in the ifouse she was 
brought to as a bride 36 years 
ago. 
“I joined the auxiliary 
right 
away,” 
she 
says. 
“It 
seemed the best way to get 
acquainted.” 
Her husband, J. Howard Mc­ 
Kay, a civil engineer, was a 
doughboy in World War I, a 
Navy officer in World War II. 
He died last November. 
Her two sons also served 
as Naval officers in World War 
II. 
Her daughter is married to 
a 
biochemistry

Johns Hopkins University. 
She thinks too many people

“I'd like to open eyes to 
what’s going on. 
The average 
woman is not really cognizant 
of how close we are to the edge 
sometimes.”

Follow These Suggestions 


For Cleaning Your Carpet 


It takes more know-how than 
elbow grease to shampoo a 
carpet properly. 


That’s 
the 
c o n c l u s i o n 
reached by two industrial de­ 
signers 
who researched 
the 
subject in the course of devel­ 
oping 
an 
improved 
carpet 
cleaning machine. The two— 
Joseph Palma Jr. and J. Gor­ 
don Knapp—made these sug­ 
gestions for easy, knowledge­ 
able carpet cleaning: 


—Don't rub and scrub down 
to the bottom of the carpet. 
Nearly all the hard-to-remove 


soil is embedded in the top 
quarter-inch of the nap, where 
it takes only a light coat of 
foam and a mild massage-to re­ 
move. Hard, deep scrubbing is 
not 
only 
unnecessary, 
but 
w’ears dowrn the carpet. 


—Never pour carpet clean­ 
ing detergent in the carpet in 
liquid form and be careful 
when using a shampoo dispen­ 
ser that permits the liquid to 
flow out directly. This is be­ 
cause liquid shampoo doesn't 
remove dirt; it simply soaks 
the carpet and produces mil­ 


dew and rot. Only foam cleans, 
according to Palma and Knapp, 
seemingly by surrounding the 
dirt particles in the carpet. As 
the foam dries, it forms tiny 
crystals with the dirt particles 
trapped inside, where they can 
be picked up by vacuuming or 
carpet sweeping. 
—Try to beat the liquid car­ 
pet cleaner into a foam or uni- 
form consistency. 
The more 
uniform the foam, the more 
evenly the carpet is cleaned. 
Palma and Knapp consider this 
the trickiest part of carpet 
cleaning and are developing a 
machine t h a t automatically 
would produce uniform foam. 
Expected to be on the market 
w ¡thin a year, the shampoo ma­ 
chine, resembling an upright 
vacuum cleaner, will produce 
foam electrically, and clean a 
9 x 12 rug in 30 minutes. (UPI)

Is Lol Richer 


Than He Thinks 


NEW YORK UP)—Here’s one 
comforting thought today in a 
world beset by problems: You 
are richer than you think! 


The thought is put forth by 
a Chicago banker who is presi­ 
dent of the Trust Division of 
the American Bankers Assn., 
now holding its annual mid 
winter trust conference here. 
He is Thomas H. Beacom, 
s e n i o r vice president of the 
First National Bank of Chicago. 
He cites as an example a man 
who may have $3,000 in savings 
at the local bank or in U.S. Sav­ 
ings Bonds, and feel he’s worth 
very little indeed. But the man 
owns his own home, probably 
worth $15,000, life insurance 
valued at $20,000, a car that 
may bring $1,000 if sold. 
That adds up to $39.000 right 
there. But Beacom says that 
isn't all. Furniture, householc 
appliances, jewelry, o b j e c t s 
d’art and even personal cloth 
ing should be included—things 
that most people somehow rare 
ly consider part of their wealth. 
The moral? Because too few 
r e a l i z e how much they’re 
worth, too many die without 
leaving a will. 
Beacom adds 
that, worse yet, three out of 10 
wills in existence are outmod­ 
ed or were drawn up without 
benefit of estate planning. 
W i t h o u t a will, the state 
steps in to dispose of your 
property, perhaps in a way you 
wouldn’t approve, and certainly 
with legal fees and papers that 
eat into the total. 
So here’s what the Chicago 
banker thinks you ought to do: 
First, make a household in­ 
ventory, room by room. Serv­ 
ices of a professional appraiser 
may be a worthwhile invest­ 
ment. 
Such a list helps not 
only in making a will, but also 
in estimating how much fire 
and c a s u a l t y insurance you 
should own or in offering quick 
evidence in case of loss or fire. 
Second, find out your net 
worth by measuring your as-

of the middle ear, eczema, epi- 
epsy, hernia, infective liver 
inflammations, rheumatism, si­ 
nus inflammations, squint and 
varicose veins. 
There may be others but 
they were not turned up this 
time because human heredity 
is almost impossible to get at. 
The fancy p e d i g r e e s some 
people take pride in are scien­ 
tifically worthless. 
Dr. A. G. Marshall, an Eng­ 
lish geneticist, and his asso­ 
ciates got at human heredity 
by way of tw ins which is a very 
hard way but is just about the 
only scientifically practical way 
now known. 
Some twins originated in one 
fertilized egg. They’re “identi­ 
cal'’ and it is assumed their 
heredity is identical. 
Other 
twins are the result of separate 
eggs which happened to be fer­ 
tilized at the same time. In 
heredity they’re no closer than 
children of the same parents 
who resulted from 
separate 
pregnancies. 
M ajr s h a 11 assembled 2,537 
pairs of twins who ranged in 
ages from 2 to over 70. Among 
them were 815 pairs of identi 
cals. He and his associates ob­ 
tained and verified the medi­ 
cal history of each individual 
These histories were then com 
pared, and every which way. 
It was a tedious job. If one 
member 
of 
identical 
twins 
came down with appendicitis 
for instance, and a little later 
the other came down with it 
you might look suspiciously at 
their identical heredity. 
But 
t w i n s , especially identicals 
share one environment most in 
timately, and how are ^*ou to 
know that something in this en 
vironment didn’t affect both? 
T h e scientific investigators 
used the medical histories of 
the unalike or fraternal*twins 
as checks. If there was as muc 
tendency among them for bot 
twins to contract a given dis 
ease as there was among the 
identicals, you had to assume 
environmental factors r a t h e 
than hereditary ones were re 
sponsible. 
The scientists were looking 
only at diseases. Not at obvious 
defects of body s t r u c t u r e s 
which are known to be inherit­ 
ed. They were in no way sug­ 
gesting that the diseases were 
themselves hereditary but that 
a susceptibility to them could 
be. They specified that in gen­ 
eral it was necessary for some­ 
thing in the environment, an 
“agent,” as it were, to trigger 
hereditary susceptibility. 
The hereditary factor could 
operate through “an anatomi­ 
cal or physiological inferiority 
of the affected organ,” they 
said.
